a man "loses

friends and funds, and troubled by

walked into the rapid running waters 
of the Truckee Sunday morning, laid 
over in the water when waist deep and 
floated away, unresisting, to his death. 
It was, doubtless, cool, deliberate 


suicide, done in the sight of many per- 
sons, none of whom realized the inten- 
tion of the man they saw walking 
down to the ri\er's side. 
He walked 


deliberately to his death. 
The Cor- 
oner's jury 
which 
\sa.5 convened 


brought in yesterday this verdict: 


"D. A. Mclntosh, aged 
£bout 
4ii 


years, a native of Scotland, came to 
his death by drowning in the Truckee 
River, caused by his own act while de- 
prived of reason occasioned by heart 
trouble or sickness of which he had 
complained, the body 
having been 


found at the dam just below the cattle 
bridge." 


A c<^h"rent and connected story is 


tol.1 by the witnesses who sav, the dis- 
aster and those who knew Mclntosh 
more or less intimately. 
Up to about four years ago Mcln- 


tosh was a successful real estate dealer 
in Spokane, where he was a member 
of the firm of Booge & Mclntosh. It 
was while there that he completed a 
deal 
in 
suburbi\p 
realty, whereby 
Charles Francis Adams of Boston paid 
$200.000 for a large tract of land ad- 
jacent to Spokane. 
About this time 


also Mclntosh's misfortunes began His 
wife, it Is claimed, eloped with a danc- 
ing teacher of the Washington town, 
and while the couple were not di- 
vorced, 
the 
estrangement 
was, of 


course, complete. Mclntosh took to 
drink. 
His fortun" waned and he 


drifted away from the city where he 
had made a fortune and lost a wife. 
HP went to Portland, where he has 
a brother, to San Francis-co. to Ton- 
opah, Goldfleld, Manhattan, and finally 
to Reno. 


While in San Francisco he assumed 


the agency of the Pacific Coast Wire- 
less Telegraph 
Company and asso- 


ciated himself indirectly with Bro\\n 
& Rice. 
To the latter he addressed 


himself in Reno when in need of 
funds 
He had a mining deal on, 


whereby he hoped to sell a. lead prop- 
erty near the

lntosh was when the man had jumped 
into the waters of the Truckee.

Bassett were witnesses called by the 
Coroner's jury, and told of the delib-

EDITORIAL COMMENT 


The New Rate Bill 


T 


HE Interstate Commerce Commission this 


week will take steps to carry into effect 


the provisions of the new amended rate regulation 
law. 
Congress provided that different sections 


of the law should go intr effect at different times 
thus lightening the burden of new duties which 
the copimission will have to assume immediately 
Thus, the prohibition of all pass-giving does not 
become effective until January i, while the clause 
forbidding railroads from transporting any com- 
modity in the mining, manufacturing or produc- 
tion of which they have had any part does not 
become operative until May T, 18960. 


One of the entirely new powers conferred up- 


on the Commission is that of requiring the rail- 
road.s to observe a prescribed system of account- 
ing, or to keep any special accounts which the 
Commission deems necessary to its 
purpose. 


Heretofore the Commission has required 
the 


roads to file annual reports for a fiscal year end- 
ing June 30. It is now incumbent upon the Com- 
mission to decide in what form the roads sliull 
keep their accounts, or at least in what form they 
shall submit them to the Commission. 


The Commission lias discretionary power to 


fix a time \\ ithin which the roads shall conform 
to its prescribed accounting and it is expected 
that for the present that bods will simply call 
for such additional or amplified accounts as its 
experience ha-, proved would be useful. 
So far 


does the new authority of the Commission go, 
however, that it ma\, if it pleases, prevent, the 
keeping of am accounts or records of which it 
does not approve. 


The point of chief interest to the shippers of 


the countn is as to how the provisions for the 
direct regulation of rates will, operate. 
Unless 


the act is to ho found disap]>ointing to practice, 
the Commission \\ill have before it many more 
complaints of unreasonable rates than it has ever 
had before. The Commission is now entitled to 
inquire into such matters as lighterage, docking, 
switching terminal and other services which may 
be rendered In big shippers to the carrier, under 
the guise of uhich it is- alleged that many rebates 
have been allowed and paid. In this and in many 
other respects the language of the 
bill 
is so 


framed as to empower the Commission to follow 
up and defeat any subterfuge to which the car- 
rier might resort to evade the letter of the law. 


It will be surprising if among the earliest 


complaints filed with the Commission after Au- 
gust 28 are not found a number against the ex- 
press companies. 
It is a matter of common 


knowledge that on routes over which more tlian 
one compam operates, express rates are much 
lower in proportion to distance traversed than 
where but one company maintains a 
service. 


Scarcely an}- transportation corporations 
have 


been more vigoiously denounced on the grounds 
of exorbitant charges than the txpress compan- 
ies, and they now seem likely to be put upon the 
defensive in all seriousness.

the practice by which, "when a trust or railroad 
has violated the criminal law, the guilty receive 
places in the cabinet or board rooms of great cor- 
porations instead of the jail or the penitentiary.'' 


Air. Hadley ^nd others deivuomsstrated! tihc 


truth of Judge Parker's contention, that the com- 
mon law, if enforced is strong enough to land its 
violators in jail. 
Thanks to the beneficence of 


the federal government, the common law is still 
ignored for special measures which permit the 
substitution of fines easily paid for imprisonment 
that might be ill endured. 


Jud'ge Parker's reply to Mr. Taft confirms 


the justice of his position too late for Judge Par- 
ker to profit by it. There's no doubt, however, 
that Mr. ISryan will know how to turn it to good 
use in 1908.—Louisville Times.
